Liberation of 850,000 cryptolaemus, 


or ladybird beetles, in orchards of 
Covina valley is announced by Dis- 
trict Inspector R. N. Hutchison of 
the county horticultural commission- 
er's office, the release having been 
completed this week. 


This is' the small beetle, black, 


with orange colored head and orange 
tips on the wings, and is a different 
species from the well -known red 
beetles that feeds on aphis. The 
'' crypts'' are liberated as parasites 
on the mealybug. 


Mr. Hutchison said yesterday that 


he has completed an extensive sur- 
vey for mealybug, but that he would 
appreciate it if ranchers finding 
mealybug infestation notify him at 
once sat the Covina chamber of com- 
merce in order that the groves may 
be supplied with parasites. Those 
who have not received notice of in- 
festation from bis office, and who 
believe that an infestation exists, are 


to call him.

Meets at Pomona

is a distinct ring of sincerity in Governor 


Young's statement this week at the time that he for- 


mally announced his candidacy. Written by his own hand, 
in that same careful manner that he approaches all ques- 
tions, the governor shows that the past four years have 
been accompanied by remarkable economy in state affairs. 


The governor has not juggled figures in order to make 


a showing. What is equally to be admired, he has not con- 
ducted his office like a three-ring circus. His administration 
has been quiet and powerful, not a government by sensa- 
tionalism; not constant ballyhoo and grandstand playing. 
The best government is always the one that runs the quiet- 
est. There has been a remarkable absence of politics of the 
kind that is loud and blatant and full of extravagant claims. 
Yet, the last four years has seen an expansion in all activi- 
ties in the state that is not equalled anywhere in the union. 
Listen to the governor's own words, and judge if these 
words are, or are not, the words of a sincere man, a good 
administrator, a strong, quiet man of real accomplishment. 
He says: 
"The four years of our present administration have 


placed our state finances on an exceedingly sound and 
healthful basis. Despite appropriations made for much- 
needed new institutions, such as a new state hospital, new 
prisons and the like, and despite the assistance we are now 
giving the counties by sharing the expense of providing aid 
for the indigent aged and the needy blind, we have so rigid- 
ly held down our general state expenditures that we now 
have a cash surplus of more than $29,000,000, the highest 
in the history of the state, a net gain of $6,000,000 during 
these four years. 
"During the past four years we have added greatly to 


the efficiency of our state government and to the economy 
of its operation by combining 130 disorganized and inde- 
pendent boards and commissions into 13 strong depart- 
ments, each charged with carrying out its own major gov- 
ernmental function. 
"The directors of these departments form a governor s 


council, and each month in a two-day conference with the 
governor review and discuss every governmental activity 
of each department during the preceding month. Thus, for 


business., 
"Among material accomplishments of the present ad- 


ministration is the helpful assistance which has been given 
to Boulder dam in bringing toward fruition this tremen,- 
dously important undertaking; the enlistment of President 
Hoover's aid in the solution of California's water prob- 
lems, so vital to agriculture and industry; the conserva- 
tion of our fish and game, our forest-covered water sheds, 
and our exceedingly valuable oil and gas resources; the 
comprehensive measures for agricultural relief and, final- 
ly, California's marvelous highway development—the great- 
est road-building program ever carried on in this or any 
other state. 
"Among humanitarian achievements is our aid to crip- 


pled children and to the blind and aged; our appropriations 
for a separate women's prison, and for an intermediate 
prison for youthful first offenders, thus separating them 
from hardened criminals and relieving the present conges- 
tion in San Quentin; our strict enforcement of safety regu- 
lations and the consequent reduction in the number of in- 
dustrial deaths; our increased compensation to injured 
workers, recognized as the fairest and most important labor 
legislation of recent years; our new state hospital in south- 
ern California, and the splendid development of other state 
institutions; our legislative program for veterans'_ welfare, 
including the home purchase act for former service men; 
and finally, our educational program, especially the school 
survey now being carried on to determine what improve- 
ments may be made in California's educational system. 


"These are a few of the governmental accomplishments 


of the present administration—accomplishments by which 
I must be judged. The work of a governor is neyer-ending, 
but the problems he has to solve are so interesting and so 
important that I have keenly enjoyed this opportunity for 
service. 
"If you who are voters believe that it has been a service 


well performed and that I have kept the faith, I shall be 
happy to dedicate to it another four years of my life, en- 
abling me to complete the many tasks in which I am now 
engaged.

MILLIONS AVAILABLE FOR 


FARMERS NEEDING MONEY 


By Caleb Johnson 


We have heard a great deal about 


the five hundred million 
dollars 


•which the federal farm board has at 
its disposal with which to finance co- 
operative marketing. 


We hear very little these days 


about the six hundred and sixty mil- 
lion dollars which the federal inter- 
mediate credit banks are authorized 
to use for financing individual farm- 
ers.Here is practical farm relief avail- 
able to every farmer in the United 
States who can take advantage of it. 
yet so little is known about it by 
farmers generally that there are still 
$585,000,000 of this credit available. 
That is' $85,000.000 more than the 
farm board has at its command. 


Within a few reasonable limita- 


tions, any farmer, anywhere, who can 
demonstrate that he can make pro- 
ductive use of more capital than ho 
has on Land, can borrow money from 
the United' States government in 
two different ways, and by combin- 
ing with his neighbors to form a co- 
operative marketing association, un- 
der the recent farm board law, he 
can borrow in a third way. 


All this has been told time and 


again, but there are still tons of 
thousands of small farmers who eith- 
er do not know it or who have not 
clearly understood how to go about 
getting the use of these funds. 


First, there is the federal farm loan 


board, which supervises the opera- 
tions of the federal land banks, and 
those banks lend money on your 
land and improvements, taking a 
first mortgage at 5 percent interest 
as security and giving you , if you 
•wish it, as long as forty years in 
which to pay off the mortgage in an- 
nual installments. 
These loans are 


made only for the purpose of mak- 
ing definite improvements to the 
property, such as draining and ditch- 
ing, fencing, buildings and such oth- 
er improvements as become part of 
the real estate and increase in value, 
and they are limited to 50 percent 
of the improved value as determined 
by local appraisers. 


But that sort of long-time mort- 


gage borrowing does not meet the 
need of the farmer who could go into 
livestock feeding, for example, or 
dairying, if he only had money 
enough with which to 'make the 
necessary initial investment in cat- 
tle, cows, sheep or hogs. For those 
and other farmers who require help 
in financing their crop seasons be 
tween planting and marketing, the 
federal intermediate credit system 
stand ready to help and help liber- 
ally. 


Park With The Toes Turned In 


I mention feeding and dairying 


>ecause those are two lines of agri- 
ulture which are as yet not over- 
crowded, in -which the government 
jelieves there is a good future, and 
n which the security, in. the shape 
of livestock is tangible and easily 
checked. 
The farmer with corn in 


he bin, wheat in the elevator, eot- 
,on or tobacco in. the warehouse or 
any other staple farm commodity 
vhich he is holding for a better inar- 
tet can also borrow from the inter- 
nediate banks. 
He does not make 


he loan directly, but through a local 
TgricuTtural credit corporation; and 
f there is no such local credit cor- 
poration in his vicinity, he can get 
ither farmers, town bankers and 
norchants, to join in organizing one 
for the benefit of the whole com- 
niiiiity. 


How these loans are made has 


)ecn described so well by Mr. George 
M. Wilber, president of the federal 
ntermediate credit bank of Louis- 
ville, Ky. which makes such loans 
n Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee, that I quote Mr Wilber's 
concise statement on the subject. I 
nay add that Mr. Wilber is himself 
i practical farmer, and for years 
operated one of the largest and most 
successful sheep farms in Ohio. 


"Intermediate credit bank loans 


ire designed to fill the gap between 
'arm mortgage loans and short term 
commmercial loans, and to provide 
;he worthy farmer with needed work- 
ng capital at favorable rates,'' says 
Mr. Wilber. "Such loans, however, 
are not made directly to the farmer 
aut through banks, credit corpora- 
tions and properly set up coopera- 
tive associations. 
Since the organi- 


zation of the 12 intermediate credit 
banks now functioning throughout 
the country, under the same manage- 
ment as each of the 12 federal land 
banks, hundreds of cooperatives and 
agricultural credit corporations have 
taken advantage of the opportunity 
for obtaining financial aid for their 
members and bringing a measure of 
prosperity to their respective com- 
munities. 


"The organization of an agricul- 


tural credit corporation for the speci- 
fic purpose of discounting farmers' 
notes given for agricultural purposes 
with the intermediate credit banks 
can be effected with but little effort 
on the part of any interested group. 
You draft corporation papers (model 
form will be sent you upon request) 
specifying a minimum capital of 
$10,000 and obtain state charter. 
Your agricultural credit corporation 
is then ready to function. Usually 
such corporations are permitted to

Loans are made to run 


from six months to three years de- 
pending on the kind of commodity 
offered. 
Credit corporations may 


charge not to exceed 2 per cent (2s/ 
per cent on livestock loans) above 
cost of money to them. 


'' Federal 
intermediate 
credit 


banks are particularly adapted for 
the making of dairy loans, being 
authorized to rediscount 
farmers' 


notes secured by dairy cows and to 
accept monthly payments upon such 
notes. 
Payments may begin with 


the first month after purchase, due 
credit for interest and principal be- 
ing allowed. 
Thus purchasers of 


dairy herds are placed in the very 
favorable position of being able to 
pay for such herds from the proceeds 
of their dairy products. 


"In the case of the farmer rais- 


ing, breeding, fattening or market- 
ing livestock the Intermediate cred- 
it bank loan is especially attractive 
at the present time. Through this 
sound financing plan he may obtain 
cash to buy feeding cattle, hogs and

Nothing like being up to the minute nowadays, when 


one can be it so quickly and economically all you have to 
do is read the papers systematically during your spare time. 


Hence psittacosis—understood commonly as "parrot- 


croup." If you have a sick parrot, it isn't good policy to 
nose around him when he has a coughing spell, or is espec- 
ially vociferous; no matter how much you love the feather- 
ed pet, you had better not put on any necking parties with 
him, if he exhibits any signs of not feeling fit. 


The very latest advices tell us that the danger is limited 


»to birds that have been recently imported. It is said that 
no thoroly acclimatized birds have it, or almost none. But 
if you have a friend visiting within the tropics who notifies 
you of the shipment, of a polly, you may indulge just a bit 
of apprehension—and wisely hang her in the garage^for a 
season after her arrival. 


This psittacosis thing is described by those who have 


seen it at first hand—as being singularly fatal, on the order 
of pneumonia. However, no germs such as the bird carries 
have been found in human victims; aud that makes things 
all the more perplexing for the physician in charge.-. I have 
never seen a case; hope I never may. I'm just giving you 
such information as I have gleaned in my habit of reading 
everything pertaining to the welfare of my people. 


I dimly remember reading of a flock of turkeys, import- 


ed from Ceylon, bringing diphtheria to America. This dread 
disease has been traced to cistern water from roofs fre- 
quented by English sparrows; scarlet fever the same.

VIEWS ECLIPSE 


Moon Shadow Filmed 


by Science Group 


(From Cardinal and White) 


"The eclipse last Monday was ab- 


solutely different from the one which 
I witnessed at Catalina in 1923,' 
remarked Stanley B. Shaver when 
interviewed about his recent trip to 
Sacramento with a research party to 
photograph tho phononemon. 


"The total eclipse lasted a little 


over one second, but in 1923 it lasted 
for three minutes. The shadow on 
the earth shown in the eclipse of 1923 
was from 150 to 1'50 miles wide. This 
shadow was only about one half a 
mile wide. Having only one-half a 
mile of shadow made it difficult to 
locate it and we had to guess at our 
positions. There was a 50 per cent 
chance of our missing it,'' 


Assists Professor 


Mr. Shaver, accompanied by Takeo 


Sera, a senior at Covina high school, 
and two other friends drove in his 
automobile to Sacramento on Wed- 
nesday afternoon, April 23, to assist 
Dr. Frank B. Brackett, head of the 
department of astronomy at Pomona 
college, in viewing the eclipse of the 
sun. Dr. Brackett and his party tra- 
veled by airplane. 


"What we tried to see was the 


corona of the sun," explained Takeo, 
one of the party to view the total 
eclipse. "We couldn't see it, but I 
suppose we got it in the picture. It 
was a very unusual eclipse." 


Moon Eclipse 


An earth eclipse is caused when 


the earth comes between the sun and 
the moon. Takeo stated that the one 
he saw was a moon eclipse. The moon 
goes around the earth and the earth 
revolves around the sun. When the 
sun and moon are diagonally across 
from each other the moon throws its 
shadow on the earth, causing the 
eclipse. 


"We camped at Campion Ville, 


which is about 100 miles above Sac- 
ramento," said Mr. Shaver. "The 
place where we located is an old min- 
ing country. The camp of the Uni- 
versity of California was near ours. 
This was the best place for locating 
the eclipse. There was another camp 
across the mountains at Honey lake 
that was under the direction of Po- 
mona college. Each of these camps 
was taking moving pictures on the 
ground and each also had an airplane 
to photograph the eclipse. I had 
charge of the Camp ton Ville camp." 


Two Eclipses Possible 


Mr. Shaver said also that it was 


possible to havf. two solar-eclipses 
in one year, but they are only visible 
at certain parts of the earth. 


Movie film was used in the cam- 


eras and Takeo said that they had 
about 400 feet of Alms. They had to 
make the camera for the speetro- 
graph in order to photograph the 
spectrum of the sun. The first eon- 
tact was at 9:34 a. m, and the total 
eclipse was at 11:03 a. m. 


Cows Chased 


"We had lots of fun chasing three 


cows which got into our tent," ex- 
claimed Takeo. "One of them took 
the pajamas belonging to one of the 
members of our party, and one chew- 
ed up my towel. They tried to eat 
a sack of flour that was unopened 
and they swung it all over the tent 
trying to open it. When we finally 
got it the flour was turned to 
dough." 


Mr. Shaver stated that he was in 


doubt as to whether the pictures 
taken will develop because of the 
cloudy weather. He remarked that 
it rained in the morning and they 
had to take their instruments out 
in the rain. 


Snow Storm Near 


"There was a snow storm on the 


other side of the mountain. The air- 
plane on the other side flew over and 
took pictures of the shadow on the 
sun. On our side the airplane was 
unable to locate the shadow because 
of the clouds which obstructed their 
view.'' 


The party left for their homes at 


two o'clock Monday afternoon. This 
is the second time that Mr. Shaver 
has accompanied Dr. Brackett's party 
to view the eclipse and the first time 
for Takeo, who has been studying 
photography and is much interested 
in it.

There They Set Up First Cross In 


New Worid on Ruins of 
' 


Maya Temple. 


Mexico City.—The 
first place 


touched by the Spanish "conquista- 
dores" on their way to the Ameri- 
can mainland to explore the New 
world, was an Island in the Carib- 
bean off Quintana Roo, the Inac- 
cessible jungle territory of tropi- 
cal Mexico. 


This island, called "Isla Muje- 


res," or "Women's' Island," today 
is a sunny strip of coconut palms 
along a beach of silver sand. It is 
a perfect setting for a treasure 
Island, with its many natural caves. 


When the Spanish conquerors 


landed as Isla Hujeres they found 
the remains of a Maya temple 
where female idols 
were 
wor- 


shiped. Here they set up the first 
cross in the New world, upon the 
remains of the temple. These ruins 
have been washed away for years. 


On Isla Mujerea there is an am- 


bitious little school, attended by 
about eighty of the island's 350 in- 
habitants. 
The school has three 


teachers. Like most Mexican rural 
schools, this one has a garden. In 
the garden pink, white, yellow and 
blue sea shells are used by the chil- 
dren to mark off the patches of let- 
tuce and beans. 
The school also 


maintains 
an 
outdoor 
theater, 


where children recite poems, exe- 
cute their native dances and sing. 


The inhabitants of Isla Mujeres 


are cordial and hospitable to visi- 
tors. Among the Island dwellers is 
an old mau, who is always pleased 
to welcome strangers, and invari- 
ably finds an opportunity to tell 
them proudly about his 43 children 
who live in Payo Obispo, across the 
water on the mainland. 


Once a month a ship touches the 


island, coining from Progreso, in 
Yucatan. Recently this ship left a 
radio sending and receiving set in 
the island, but so far not much has 
been accomplished in the way of 
establishing 
communication with 


the outside world. 
There is no 


post office on the Island, and no 
telegraph service.

THE BUSINESS CRISIS 


Washington, D. C., May 1, 1930.— 
I have written in those impres- 


sions, gathered during conversation 
•with President Hoover, of the presi- 
dent's engineering mind, the mind 
which demands facts as the basis for 
•government action. 


No better illustration of the ef- 


fectiveness of thia method can be 
found than the checking of the busi- 
ness crisis, which was precipitated 
last fall by the speculative crash on 
the stock exchange. 


Everything was set for a business 


depression which, in the usual course 
of such things, would carry the hard- 


ship of unemployment of millions 
for two years or more, as it did in 
1920-21. As I write this crisis is 
passed, business is definitely on the 
upswing, great programs of 'construc- 
tion on both public and private ac- 
count are under way, bank credits 
are easier, money is beginning to 
pass freely again from hand to hand, 
inon are going back to their jobs— 
in six months the major part of the 
panic is over. 


It is over because President Hoov- 


er called the business and industrial 
leaders of the nation to Washington 
and demanded that they tell the 


facts about the situation in their re- 
spective industries. 


Nothing of the sort had ever been 


done before. In previous times of 
economic disturbance the public has 
been left to guess at the facts, and it 
has always guessed them as worse 
than they were. That is why it has 
taken so long, in the past, for re- 
covery to set in. The patient would- 
n't believe that ho was getting well. 


This time the facts were actually 


worse than the public imagined they 
were. But bringing the facts to light 
and assembling them, including with 
the facts of what had already hap- 
pened, the facts about what was go- 
ing to happen in the future, had pre- 
cisely the effect which President 
Hoover had anticipated and hoped 
for, the restoration of public confi- 
dence and the dispelling of "panic" 
talk. 


If I were called upon to list the 


outstanding achievements of Mr. 
Hoover's first year in office, I think 
I would put this first, although I 
gathered the impression that the 
president himself regards the success 
of his efforts at better international

relations, including the naval arma- 
ment reduction conference, as of 
cvsn greater importance. In the long 
run that is probably true, but the 
business situation at home touched 
us more immediately. and directly 
than the foreign situation appeared 
to. 


In passing, let me interject here 


the fact that Mr. Hoover never had 
the slightest doubt about the out- 
come of the London naval confer- 
ence. He expected a three-power 
agreement, between Great Britain, 
'apan, and the United States, and 
nticipatod that the differences be- 
ween Italy and Trance might pre- 
ent those nations frpm joining at 
his time to make it a five-power 
'act. He is not at all concerned over 
he failure of France and Italy to 
omc in, but is very well satisfied 
i'ith the agreement arrived at. It is 
long step toward permanent peace, 
s he sees it. 
But to got back to the business 
risis: 
It is revealing no secret now to 


ay that the situation as it existed, 
n the beginning of November, 1929, 
vas frvr more serious than the public 
reamed of. Employment had been 
ecreasing for several months, in- 
ustry was slowing down, production 
vas falling off. The crash in the 
took market threw nearly 4,000,000 
ion out of jobs, and had a definite 
eaction on the prices of farm com- 
lodities. Worst of all, bank runs 
ad started in no less than twenty- 
our cities, and with all the confi- 
ence possible in the soundness of 
he federal reserve bank system, a 
noney 
situation 
was 
developing 


which might easily have got out of 
iand and which the federal reserve 
lanks would have been unable to 
ope with. 


The response when the president 


ailed the business and industrial 
eaders into conference was complete, 
'hese men had done business with 
llr. Hoover before. In his long ser- 
vice as secretary of commerce he 
ad demonstrated the truth of his 
jelief that any controversy can be 
ettled, if all of the persons inter- 
sted are got together in one room 
ind kept there until all the facts 
ave been brought out and discussed. 
Jonferences with business leaders 
vere no novelty with him. He kney 
hem and they knew him and believ- 
d in him. That made liis task in this 
nstaitce easier, tho none the less im- 
portant. 


He know who the "key 
men" 


vcre, and they were the ones he call- 
•d together in Washington. He ask- 
•d thorn to undertake new programs 
>f construction work and they prom- 
sed them to him. When they had 
all been assembled they totaled the 
argest amount of money to be spent 
'or labor, materials and supplies that 
American business had ever spent in 
the course of a year. 


It did not make much difference 


then what-ljad happened in the pasts 
The assurance that these things were 
joing to happen in the future, that 
ihese promises had been made to the 
^resident, was sufficient t.o< stem the 
;ide of panic and restore public con- 
fidence. 


The electric light and power, gas 


and street railways promised to 
spend $1,400,000,000 for new con- 
struction and extension of 
in 1930. They have begun to spend jobs, 
t. The telephone company promised 
to spend $600,000,000 in the same 
sort of work, and they arc spending 
it. The 'class I railroads agreed that 
they would spend $1,247,792,000, and 
that promise is being kept. Manu- 
facturers in every' important line 
promised there would be no reduc- 
tion in wages,' and that promise is 
also being kept. 


President Hoover is particularly 


gratified over this wage situation. 
He asked that there be no reduction 
in wages as had always accompanied 
these slumps hitherto. Wage reduc- 
tions bring hardships and they de- 
crease the consumption of goods, in- 
cluding farm products. It is the first 
business depression in our history 
that had not been accompanied by 
drastic wage reductions. 


Besides calling on business men, 


the president called on the governors 
of states to do what they could to 
stimulate new public works, and the 
result has been larger appropriations 
for such purposes than ever ^jfore 
in.American history. And this has 
been supplemented by the president's 
own initiative in enlarging the fed- 
eral government's program of ex- 
penditures for construction for 1930- 
1931. 


All of this is, however, but a sin- 


gle step in President Hoover's pro- 
gram looking toward such a complete 
stabilization of American industry 
and business as to make future sit- 
uations of this sort unlikely, if not 
impossible. 


The president is more keenly aware 


than are many men in public office 
of the scope and importance of the 
new economic laws which have been 
developed in the United States since 
the war. The old theory that labor 
is a commodity to be bought as 
cheaply as possible, if a business is 
to be successful, has been proved fa- 
llacious, he is convinced. The ex- 
perience of American industry so 
far, with the policy of paying high 
wages, increasing them as rapidly as 
possible, wmle at the same time 
shortening the hours of labor and 
giving tho workmen the benefit of 
the savings which can be effected 
by the use of automatic machinery, 
have resulted in making American 
labor into the largest group of con- 
sumers to be found in any nation in 
the world. 


If the consumers—that is to say 


the workers—are out of work, they 
cease to be consumers, at least to the 
extent that they are when they are 
working and getting high pay and 
leisure in which to spend it. 


It is the presidents' belief that at 


leant ninety per cent of the .major 
industries of the nation are thoroly 
committed to this general policy, 


which throws Adam Smith and the 
other old political economists into 
the discard. Except in the textile 
mills of -the south, the tendency is 
steadily upward as to Vagos and 
downward as to working hours. Even 
the New England cotton mills are 
beginning to realize that high wages 
make tho workers consumers and 
that a whole nation cannot remain, 
prosperous unless labor is steadily 
employed at good wages. 


President Hoover's hope, therefore, 


is that he will be able to bring 
about a coordination or government 
activities with these recent changes 
in economic thot and practice. It is 
as much the government's concern 
as it is that of industry. Government 
must learn to think in terms of the 
new idea and not try to legislate or 
administer on the basis of outworn, 
economic theories. You cannot catch 
un economic force with a policeman; 
you can direct it if you have the co- 
operation of the whole community. 
The logic of that is simple. The new 
era in industry is here, an establish- 
ed fact. 


It won its place on its own merits, 


without any material assistance from 
the government. If the government 
tries to run counter to the economic 
laws which make for continued pros- 
perity, it will not be economic laws 
which will fall; it will be the gov- 
ernment. Therefore, if there were no 
other consideration involved, it is 
the duty of government to align all 
of its powers with the forces which 
tire carrying the sound economic pol- 
icy into effect. 


Unemployment of any serious frac- 


tion of able-bodied workers becomes 
a much more serious matter to the 
general prosperity, under a system 
which depends upon the consuming 
power of the wage-earner, than under 
the old system which looked only to 
the well-to-do and white-collar work- 
ers for its principal customers. Worse 
than this, it is the greattst human 
disaster that overtakes our people. 
The subject of unemployment, there- 
fore, is one to which Mr. Hoover has 
given and is giving a great deal of 
personal thot and attention. 


In his customary way, his first de- 


n-and was for facts. He found that 
there were no really dependable na- 
tional statistics on unemployment. 
The department of labor was doing 
the best it could under a system 
which L projected the national unem- 
ployment situation from figures fur- 
nished at regular intervals by rep- 
resentative industries in every line. 
But there never had been a national 
census of unemployment, and he seiz- 
ed the opportunity which the decen- 
'nial census to be taken in April of- 
fered, to discover for the first time 
exactly what proportion of persons 
usually employed regularly were out 
of work on April 1 of this year. 
Those figures, when compiled, to use 
the 
presidents' 
own ^-engineering 


phrase, will constitute a "datum 
line" on which more accurate esti- 
mates than have bee"hpds'sibl6"ia''the 
past can be based at frequent inter- 
vals. Thus there will always be 
available the actual facts about un-- 
employmeut instead of irresponsible 
guesses, which ran during the past 
winter from the department of la- 
bor's estimate of 1,250,000 out of 
work to the federation of labor's 
claim that 3,000,000 were without

many ways. It will be at once an in- 
dex of changes in possible markets 
for commodities and a stimulus to 
remedial efforts whenever the figure 
falls below the normal range of var- 
iation.

Mr. Hoover's thots on unemploy- 


ment do not stop there, however; 
after all, the person chiefly concern- 
ed is the man out of a job. He has 
delegated the secretaries of com- 
merce and labor to cooperate with 
employers and the American Federa- 
tion of Labor to find out more about 
the whole subject. 


The suggestion has been put for- 


ward that industry could be so or- 
ganized that every worker could be 
guaranteed a minimum yearly in- 
come.. 


Perhaps not that program precise- 


ly, but something of that general na- 
ture which would automatically in- 
sure a livelihood to every worker in 
the United States is, I believe, the 
idea which is growing in President 
Hoover's mind. It is in accord with 
his conception of government as an 
aid and ally of industry and busi- 
ness, a conception the value of which 
he demonstrated when he entered 
uuderstandingly into'the conferences 
which averted what would otherwise 
have gone down into history as '' the 
panic of 1930."

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Reuben F. McClollan, member of 


the board of supervisors of Los An- 
geles county for fourteen years, died 
at 6:30 o'clock, Saturday morning, 
May 3. He was seventy-one years 
old, born in Mount Kittarden, Maine. 
He had been chairman of the board 
of supervisors since 1920. 


R. F. McClcllan's career as a pub- 


lic officer in Los Angeles county in- 
cluded the most strenuous years of 
expansion, the handling of huge pro- 
jects for the county. A man of very 
virile make-up, a pioneer, a Klondike 
sourdough, a banker, and in a gen- 
eral way one of the most active 
Americans of his era, ho came to be 
known as a dominant force in politi- 
cal affairs, and many of the great 
and permanent improvements now 
enjoyed in Los Angeles county can 
be traced directly to his advocacy 
and his persistency in putting thru 
his programs. 


Mr. McClellan was first elected to 


the board of supervisors in 1916, 
which office he held over since, hav- 
ing been in his fourth term, which 
began two years ago. He had been 
chairman of the board since 1920. 


He remarried in November of 1923, 


selecting for his bride Elma Brun- 
ty, a 23-year-old bookkeeper in the 
office of the county auditor's office. 


In 1924 Mr. McClellan very nearly 


died from the effects of a heart at- 
tack which seized him while he was 
at the county recreation camp at 
Big Pines, and it was some days be- 
fore he was able to be moved to his 
home in Santa Monica. 


As was to be expected, his posi- 


tion of great power and influence 
made for him numerous political 
enemies, but these were never per- 
sonal enemies. He was at all times 
a very likable man, a friend-maker, 
and no one ever doubted his tonesty 
of purpose. As chairman of the board 
of supervisors, he was in a position 
of power, greater than that of gov- 
ernors of many small states. He ad- 
ministered the finances of a verit- 
able principality, the greatest and 
richest county in the United States. 
His regime spanned the ten years of 
almost incredible growth in southern 
California. He had staunch friends 
and supporters in all parts of the 
county, as well as those who differed 
with him, and often fought his poli- 
tical programs. But more than any 
one man who ever occupied the posi- 
tion he was generally, supported and 
trusted, and it is probable that he 
will be named in the future as one 
of the outstanding forces for prog- 


was at all times a friend and staunch 
supporter of the rancher and prop- 
erty owner in the attempts to pro- 
tect property from damage by flood 
waters. While he was forced to see 
the greatest project, the San Gabriel 
dam, halted because of poor founda- 
tion material, he never dispaired of 
accomplishing flood control in the 
San Gabriel valley, and at the time 
of his death was earnestly at work 
on this problem in connection with 
the chief engineer of flood control. 
He understood the problems of the 
rancher better, perhaps, than any 
member of tho board the county has 
had in several decades. 


As a banker for many years, himj 


self successful in business ventures, 
he brot to the board a keen sense of 
business values. He was depended 
upon by the financial interests in 
Los Angeles as a man who under- 
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ress in the history of Los Angeles 


i be best 


stood finance. His integrity was 
never questioned. 


The passing of Supervisor McClel- 


lan seems to mark the closing o>f an 
era, the end of a period of the older 
pioneers, when public office and pub- 
lie business could still be linked with 
the earliest struggles of a new coun- 
try. To many now living the rush 
into the Alaskan gold fields of 1898 
and afterwards is but a story, as un- 
real as fiction. But McClellan was a 
vital part of that colorful chapter 
in American history. He was of an 
adventurous and courageous nature, 
and loved the wilds and the excite- 
ment of this attempt at conquest in 
a little-known land. 
Possessed of 


shrewd business ability he made a 
discovery that has proven, to be of 
more value than the discovery of 
Alaskan gold, that of the enormous 
deposits of high grade copper. This 
first uncovering of that great deposit 
is accredited to him, and he was in- 
strumental in establishing the gigan- 
tic Guggenheim interests in that 
field. He built a seventy-mile rail- 
road in connection with these copper 
interests. 


In Sawtelle, where he came after 


his strenuous days were past, he or- 
ganized a bank in connection with 
Mr. ,SawtclIe, for whom the village 
was named. These two men were 
largely responsible for the growth of 
Sawtelle and Santa Monica. He was 
successful in banking as in all his 
enterprises, but he will be remember- 
ed for the, most part for his wise 
government of the county during the 
years when it was expanding so 
rapidly as to be the marvel of the 
world.

TUNNEL 


The committee appointed by the 


British government to investigate 
the feasibility of a tunnel under the 
English channel connecting England 
with France, has reported in favor 
of the project. It seems to Ameri- 
cans such a simple and desirable 
engineering job that we wonder why 
it has not been done long ago, but 
there are plenty of " die-hards" in 
England who fear such a tunnel 
would make it easier for an enemy 
to invade the British isles. They are 
deaf to the obvious .answers that al 
that would be necessary to stop a 
French army would be to let the 
water into the tunnel. 


The British channel, from Dover 


to Calais, is about twenty miles 
across, measured directly north anc 
south. Tho shallow waters of the 
channel are easily stirred up by th 
winds and the crossing is one of th 
roughest in the world. Under the wa 
ter is a bed of solid chalk, mile; 
deep, through which a tunnel couh 
easily be bored for electric trains 
It would cost about $150,000,000 th

When done, 
England would no longer be in a 
josition where an enemy's ships 
could cut off her food supply, unless 
;hat enemy happened to be France.

POLICE 


One of the reasons why criminals 


are caught more speedily in England 
;hun in America is that England 
las a single police force for the en- 
ire country and in the United States 
we have as many different police de- 
partments as we have towns, each 
operating under a different system 
and with no coordination between 
them except in rare instances. 
The commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
has made a start toward remedying 
this. A network of telephone wire: 
connecting every important town in 
the state with all the rest, and with 
main centers of operation, operates 
automatically a typewriter-telegraph 
system in every police headquarters 
The moment a crime is discovered 
anywhere, all the facts and possible 
clues to the criminal are printed in 
the office of every chief of police and 
the whole criminal-catching machin 
ery of the commonwealth is set ii 
motion. 


We shall never get our crimina 


element under control until such a 
tie-up is in effect in every state anc 
throughout the nation. Then we omay 
have a 'chance of equaling England' 
record for the suppression of crime

MCE—MITES—TROUBLES 


The poultry keeper is or should bo 


deeply interested in the extermina 
tion of parasites, both external ami 
internal, that constantly prey upon 
and sap the vitality of the flock 
The control of lice and mites is an 
integral part of good methods. With 
the advance of intensive poultry cul 
ture, it is the painstaking, progres 
sive worker who will succeed. 


We are not in accord with David 


Haium's philosophy that "A reason- 
able number of fleas is good for a 
dog," 
when applied to parasites 


among hens. 


Lice and mites are as common to 


poultry as fleas are to dogs, and one 
should make frequent observations 
in warm weather to prevent their 
getting a start. Over-confidence that 
conditions are right breeds neglect 
until the pests fairly walk away 
with the place. 


Some mathematical genius has ad- 


vanced the calculation that a pair 
of husky lice can, with ordinary ac- 
tivity and luck, be grandparents to 
125,000 in five -weeks time. If any 
error has been made in this figure 
it is on the side of too few rather 
than too many. 


The ways of extermination are 


many and none of them difficult, but 
the big damage is clone when the 
owner fails to do anything. In other 
words, it is not so important what 
one does as it is that he does some- 
thing. 


The fellow who allows lice, mites 


and worms to take toll from his 
flock cannot expect to get the best 
production or maintain vigor and 
health for he is constantly inviting 
loss and disease because of the terri- 
fic strain these torturous pests throw 
upon the nervous system of his birds. 


It will be well worth your time 


to talK to an Apex Service Man on 
"clean-up" methods. He knows the 
methods that have given best results 
for others.

The "Lone Eagle" has made another long jump in the 


records of aviation. Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, with his 
young wife as passenger and navigator, flew fron\Glendale, 
California, to Roosevelt field, Long Island, in 14 hours and 
45 minutes, with a single brief stop at Wichita for fuel. This 
beats the transcontinental record of Capt. Frank M. Hawks 
by nearly three hours. 


The Lindberghs new at a height of from 10,000 to 14,000 


feet—more than two miles up in the air most of the time. 
That was the secret of their speed. By flying high, Col. 
Lindbergh, believed, he would avoid bad weather conditions 
close to the ground. He holds that this flight has demon- 
strated that long-distance flying in the future will be at 
higher altitudes than has been customary,. and therefore 
safer and more certain. Any flyer will tell you that if his 
engine is^ going to go dead or anything else happen which 
might cause a crash, he would rather be two miles up than 
one mile. From the greater height he has a far wider glid- 
ing area in which to angle down to a safe landing, and if 
he has to take to his parachute the difference of a mile or 
so is almost no difference at all. Most aviation accidents 
happen when the plane is too close to the ground to get 
out of trouble.

But the interesting and really important thing about this 


latest achievement of the young man whose intimates af- 
fectionately call him "Slim" Lindbergh, is that it demon- 
strates again that his position as the supreme airman of 
the world is not merely luck. 


Thousands of envious and lazy persons dismiss eveiy 


achievement of which they themselves are not capable as 
"luck." Thousands of young men believe that if they could 
only "get the breaks" they could do what Lindy has done, 
or Ford, or Edison. That is not true, of success in flying 
or in any other human activity. 


Lindy's success is due to the fact that he did hot shirk 


the hard, grinding drudgery of a long apprenticeship in 
order to master his art. Because the public never heard of 
him before he flew the Atlantic, many forget that he spent

We Are on Easy Street— 


Compared with the rest of the world, the United States 


•is on easy street. The thot is suggested by the proposal of 
British government to increase the income tax over there 
to 22% per cent. Americans who grumble at a tax on in- 
comes which begins at one-half of one per cent and does 
not go above two per cent until your income is more than 
$10,000 a year, certainly ought to feel that they are on easy 
ptreet by comparison with the English. 


To be sure, we have taxes which they do not have in 


England, such as the tax on real estate improvements, but 
on the whole we carry a lighter burden of taxation than 
any other nation. 


A recent report of the condition of the workers in Con- 


tinental Europe reveals the fact, amazing and almost shock- 
ing to us but a commonplace over there, that the vast ma- 
jority of wage-earners in France, Germany and some other 
parts of Europe never earn enough to buy new clothes for 
their families and themselves. Whole communities dress 


* from infancy to old age in second-hand clothes, made for 


and worn originally by persons of the "upper classes." 
The second-hand clothing business in America is almost ex- 
tinct. Even in the poorest districts of the largest cities the 
"old clothes emporiums" which used to nourish are now 
largely given over to the gathering of old clothes for export 
to markets where the people are too poor to buy new 
clothes, while the sons and daughters of the old people, who 
were brot up to spend'no money for new clothes, dress in 
the latest fashion. 


This is not a condition brot about by the war. It existed 


long before the war—has always existed so far as Europe 
goes. It is easy to understand with what hopefulness Euro- 
pean workers look forward to the introduction of American 
industrial methods, which are based on making the workers 
into consumers by giving them high enough wages so they 
can afford enough to buy new shoes. They still do not be- 
lieve the stories they hear from this side about American 
wage-workers owning automobiles and radios. 


It is easy to understand why, with the^ great mass of 


people unable to purchase even the necessities of life, as 
we understand them, European industry lags behind our 
own.

Tith markets limited to the small percentage of the 


wealthy and the export trade how can it be otherwise ? 


Making Everybody's Job Safe— 


The weakest spot in the new economics which we have 


been evolving in America since the war was sharply disclos- 
ed when the financial crash of last fall threw millions of 
wage-earners out of work. The principles on which Amer- 
ican industry has been rebuilt call for continuous employ- 
ment, if the worker is to be alsr? the principal consumer. 


As was to be expected, the attention of industrial lead- 


ers is now being focussed upon the problem of insuring 
every worker's job. That must be the next step, if we are 
to maintain the standards we have set for ourselves. It 
may sound chimerical to some, but there are hundreds 
among the heads of big industries who believe that ways 
can and will be found, at least in the major industries, to 
guarantee every worker a minimum yearly income, suffi- 
cient to live on* comfortably, and which in ordinarily pros- 
perous times will be greatly exceeded.

SCIENCE NOTES 


YALE MEASURING 
OLD EARTH'S AGE 


Experiments to Compute 


Mineral Life Are i'ut 


Under Way. 


New Haven, Conn.—Experiments 


to determine the age of the earth 
are now being conducted at the 
Sloane Physics laboratory at Tale, 
a statement given out revealing 
the various attacks on physical 
problems now being undertaken. 


Prof. Alois F. Kovurik, at the sug- 


gestion of a committee of the Na- 
tional Research council engaged in 
the discussion of methods for de- 
termining the age of the earth and 
of the materials which compose 
its crust, has undertaken the chem- 
ical and radioactive analysis of 
certain minerals containing large 
quantities of uranium and thorium. 
This experimental material will 
serve to check Professor Kovarik's 
new formula for computing the age 
,pf mineral from its content of ra- 
dioactive elements and from the 
amount and atomic weight of its 
lead. Part of this lead in all cases 
has a radioactive origin. 


Extensive Experiments. 


An extensive series of experi- 


ments on the mobility of gaseous 
ions 
under 
carefully controlled 


conditions is being completed by 
Prof. John Zeleny. The interest in 
this work in the scientific world is 
great because of the widely diver- 
gent opinions held by different in- 
vestigators as to the nature and 
history of the carriers of electricity 
in gases at approximately atmos- 
pheric pressure. Professor Zeleny's 
papers on striae In the electrical 
discharge at low pressures will ap- 
pear shortly. 


Prof. Louis W. McKeehan, direc- 


tor of the laboratory, is preparing 
for publication experimental mate- 
rial collected during the past few 
years in regard to the changes of 
electrical resistance which may be 
produced in metal wires by mag- 
netic 
fields 
parallel 
to 
their 


length, by tension, or by combina- 
tion of these two agencies. . The 
results indicate in some degree 
how the atoms In metals change 
in mutual aspect under externally 
applied forces. He is also continu- 
ing studies in the elastic behavior 
of metals and alloys and its ex- 
planation on the basis of atomic 
properties. 


Precise Measurements. 


Prof. Charlton D. Cooksey and 


his brother, Donald Cooksey, who 
is an Honorary Fellow in Physics, 
have just completed a very pre- 
cise measurement of the wave- 
lengths of the principal character- 
istic X-radiation of silver. 
They 


are preparing a report upon the 
method of measurement which is 
considered unique, and upon . the 
treatment of experimental data, the 
collection of whicb has required 
several years of intensive work. 


Prof. William \V. Watson, who 


is now in residence after a year's 
work in Gottingen, is, with the as- 
sistance of William Bender, an in- 
structor in the physics laboratory, 
attacking several problems in the 
Zeeman effect, L e., the separation 
of spectral lines into components 
of different frequency when the 
source emitting the light is subject 
to the action of an intense mag- 
netic field. The magnet .they are 
using for this work is the large 
magnet recently purchased with 
part of the Sloane fund.

of a Gorman universitv.

1 in Berlin with a mask, similar in 


appearance to the gas mask used by 
mine rescuers and others.

Metal fatigue at hidden imperfec- 


tions in airplane motors is considered 
the cause of some of the few avia- 
tion crashes in which the engines 
fail for no apparent reason, and to 
detect these faults, a device with 
magnetic "eyes" has been develop- 
ed. "

skin of a crocodile which had a 
"weakness for women."
